Charles College, Baltimore, where he
remained for six years, graduating in the
year 1802, At college he displaved excep-
tional ability, leading his class in every
branch.

Mary's Seminary
at Baltimore, where he made a brilliant
course and was a universal favorite both
with the professors and his fellow students,

Father Sterling was ordained June 14,
1808, and was assigned to St. Matthew's
Church. This was his only appointment.
He Is stated to have been loved by the peo-
ple of the parish, and was particularly fond
of little children, Into whose sports he en-
tered with the greatest zest. His college
chum and brother priest, Rev. T. Gibbon
Smyth of 8t. Stephen’s Roman Catholic
Church, and a few relatives were with him
when he dled.
